WASTE. 
That the operation of the United 
States government js far more costly 
and wasteful and inefficient than it 
ought to he is an old story. Years ago 
when Nelson Aldrich was the United 
State’s senate’s dominating figure and 
was popularly 
believed 
to hold the 
purse strings of the nation he declared 
upon one occasion that he could save 
the country $300,000,000 a year if he 
but had the power to reorganize the 
government so that it would function 
as it should. 
In those days, when a 
billion 
dollar 
budget 
looked big, 
$300,000,000 
was 
a large 
sum; 
but 
if 
tile 
loss 
then 
was 
$300,- 
000 
tile 
loss 
now, 
when 
the 
budget runs to $5,000,000,000 a year, 
must be many times that amount. 
In 
a time when the burden of taxation is 
felt more widely and more severely 
than ever before in American history 
surely public opinion should rally to 
tile support of the 
campaign 
which 
Hoover is undertaking to initiate for a 
reorganization of government depart­ 
ments which will save taxpayers many 
millions of dollars and which at the 
same time will make the government 
far more efficient and far more re­ 
sponsive to its multiform obligations^ 
A great 
many 
illustrations 
have 
been given the public in the recent 
past of the cumbersomeness and lu- 
dr ic gush ess with which 
the 
govern­ 
ment now goes about its business in 
many matters as, for example, in the 
bear story told by Mr. Franklin Roose­ 
velt last year in which it was brought 
out that a different branch of the gov­ 
ernment is responsible for each and 
every kind of bear found iii this coun­ 
try aud in Alaska.

stress upon the importance of so reor­ 
ganizing all of the departments of the 
government that they will represent a 
common purpose. 
“I have daily evi­ 
dence in the department of commerce 
of all these forces,” he said. 
“The 
question of governmental xa ids to navi­ 
gation is not by any means one of the 
principal functions of our government, 
but it must be a sore trial to the hardy 
manner. 
He must obtain his domestic 
charts from the department of com­ 
merce, his foreign charts from the na­ 
vy department, and his nautical alma­ 
nac frpm the naval observatory— and 
he will in some circumstances get vsail- 
ing directions from the army. 
In a 
fog he may get radio signals from both 
the navy and commerce and listen to 
tog horns and 
look 
for 
lights and 
buoys provided him by commerce; it 
he sinks his life is saved by the treas­ 
ury.

Hear Heart Yards Away. 
An amplifying apparatus described 
as so delicate as to permit a physician 
in one city to make a stethoscopic 
study of the heart action of a patient 
hundreds of miles away, was demon­ 
strated to a group of army and civil­ 
ian medical men at the army signal 
corps laboratories at Washington. The 
principle involved is similar to that 
used In transmitting President Hard­ 
ing's inaugural address. 
The demonstration was directed by 
Brig.

New Blood in Cancer Treatment. 
Rollin reported at a meeting of the 
Hamburg Medical society that two 
persons with extensive and advanced 
gastric cancer were treated by in- 
tragluteal injection of 2 c.c. of blood, 
twice a week, from their grown-up 
children. 
Both improved visibly, the 
hemoglobin percentage rose and the 
weight increased as appetite returned, 
and the earning capacity was restored. 
Hoi Un had reasoned that there must 
be something in the blood of the young 
that prevents the development of can­ 
cer, and hence that there would be 
advantage in injecting it in cases of 
cancer. 
The Medizinische Klinik relates that 
Kummei gave this method a trial in 
three cases of cancer, injecting the 
blood of young relatives.

IGNORE COMMAND

Turkish women not to appear on 
the stage, is being igno fd 
by 
them. 
The (ierman-A list n a n and 
Allied occupations of the <*Hy, to 
get her wit ii the loss of husbands. 
fathers, and brothers, and 
ihe 
press of poverty, has brought a 
new freedom to Turkish women. 
This is daily seen bv their cloth­ 
ing 
They w ear their veils still, in­ 
stead of a hat, but turned back 
and tied info a pretty knot, after 
tile m anner of their Russian ref­ 
ugee sisters. 
Because of the high price 
of 
cloib, Turkish women no longer 
w ear a m ultitude of garments, de­ 
signed in old time to hide the out­ 
lines of their figures. 
Both veil 
and dresses are a deep sea blue, 
instead of the dull 
conventional 
blaek once the custom. 
Some af­ 
fect 
the homespun brown dress, 
the becoming garment 
designed 
by Halide Hanum, the Nationalist 
woman leader. 
These changes have dissipated 
tfie m ystery which once enveloped 
the Turkish woman and

cans here find that she does not
